JUBILEE IMPRESSIONS 


(Iritten from Roine ) 





The Holy Year pilzrims are pouring into Rome like 
4 pile } 5 


a swollen stream from the mountains which grows in 


volume from week to week. By the end of April the 
maximum number for a single day, we are informed, 
reached a total of twenty thousand, and present indica- 
tions prognosticate a huge increase over the above high 
water mark during May and June when the canoniza- 
tions begin. During April only beatifications took 
place. It is a foregone conclusion here that the canon- 
ization of the Little Flower will bring together in St. 
Peter's a multitude that will tax the largest church in 
the world to its utmost capacity. 

The great heart of the Catholic Church in the seven- 
hilled City on the Tiber is pulsating with a religious 
devotion that must affect the blood in every artery and 
vein of the mystical body of Christ on earth and be 
felt at the furtherest extremities of the world. To be 
at Rome just now, mingling with the pilgrims who are 
constantly passing in and out of the four great basilicas 
designated by the Sovereign Pontiff, must be red- 
lettered in the sacred archives of memory, as one of 
the greatest privileges of a life-time—never, never to 
be forgotten, 

Kneeling at the tombs of the Apostles, who jointly 
founded the Church in Rome, we have united with us 
in spirit all the dear members of our glorious Lamp 
Army, wherever through the whole world they may be, 
asking “the Giver of every good and perfect gift” to 
bestow upon you every one of the Jubilee indulgences 
and other benefits as completely as though for ten suc- 
cessive days you had made in person the visits to the 
churches of St. Peter, St. Paul, St. John Lateran and 
St. Mary Major required to obtain the Papal Indul- 
gence; and in order that this prayer may be fully an- 
swered we hope that every Lamp Reader without excep- 
tion will faithfully fulfill the conditions laid down by 
the Holy Father, by which all the faithful everywhere, 
who cannot come to Rome, may nevertheless secure the 
Plenary Indulgence and other graces of the Holy Year, 
during which the Vicar of Christ has opened wide the 
doors of the D'vine Treasure House. 

We have been tremendously impressed by the divine 
favor which has descended upon Rome at this holy time 
and enveloped it about to a most extraordinary degree. 
Those of you who daily read the European news in the 
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secular press, will remember how, towards the end of 
1924, the opposition to the Mussolini government was 
very threatening and political Rome seemed to be on the 
eve of a volcanic eruption. No doubt Satan, in antic- 
ipation of the near approach of the Holy Year, did his 
best to make trouble and bring again the rule of anti- 
christ in the City of the Popes. Thanks to Divine 
Providence and the prowess of Mussolini the anti- 
clerical opposition were utterly confounded and Rome 
to-day is altogether the most peaceful and well-behaved 
city of a million people we have ever had the privilege 
of visiting. 

We have been in almost every part of the great 
Metropolis of Italy, touring the various churches and 
ruins of antiquity, and we have not seen the slightest 
disorder of any kind; and as for drunkenness, wine is in 
evidence everywhere, but drunkenness, no !—it does not 
exist. A drunken man in Rome is a curiosity—so much 
so that I have yet to run across the first, specimen, 
Everywhere they, who live here and know the people 
thoroughly, tell me that drunkenness with very rare 
exceptions positively does not exist. Alas, for poor 
Prohibition-ridden America, where, in spite of the 18th 
Amendment to the Constitution and the Volstead Act 
to enforce the same, we should be cursed with such 
beastly intoxication, graft and hypocracy, while Italy 
with the fruit of the vine on every table should be so 
free from the evils of intemperance! 

Then the modesty and the purity of the women of 
Rome and the multitude of beautiful ch‘ldren in her 
streets !!—Really, this has impressed me next to the 
multiplicity of her churches, her convents and her 
sacred colleges! An American gentleman of dis- 
tinguished repute, who has dwelt here for several years 
and knows Rome thoroughly, has commented to us on 
the absence in the Eternal City of the scarlet woman 
walking the streets, in striking contrast to the other 
capitals of Europe and the populous centers of our own 
beloved America. Young girls and maidens, matrons 
and aged women go about the streets of Rome in vast 
numbers, but all in such a modest, matter-of-fact way 
devoid of self-consciousness. The loud dress of our 
New York and Chicago young women has few imitators 
among the Romans. The painted lips and the cadaver 
nose of the over-powdered American girl is noticeable 
here and there amid the throngs on the “corso”, but the 
specimens of such atrocious artificiality are rare, and 
perhaps even these are displayed by strangers in Rome, 
the number of which are legion. To what extent the 
modest dress of the Roman woman is due to the atti- 
tucle of the Holy Father we cannot say, but our Ameri- 
can ladies who have had the privilege of a Papal audi- 
ence w'll not soon forget how rigid the Vatican etiquette 
is concerning high-necked and long-sleeved dresses. 

We ask our fellow-Americans to pay no heed to press 
dispatches, originating from sources of information 
hostile to the Holy See, concerning alleged disorders in 
Rome, want of accommodation at the hotels, exorbit- 
ant charges and lack of railroad facilities, designed to 
deter people from coming to the Eternal City during the 
Jubilee Year. There may be an overflow of pilgrims 


later on but until now accommodations at the large and 
numerous hotels have been ample, the trains are running 
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close on schedule time, cab and automobile hire is much 
less than in the United States and we believe the same 
is true of hotel accommodations also, 

Surely there must be a host of angels constantly on 
duty as traffic police—for in the narrow streets of the 
older part of the city automobiles, trams, cabs and carts 
mingle with the people, all moving to and fro, with 
barely any sidewalks at all, in labyrinthine confusion, 
and yet nobody is run over and we have seen only one 
small accident since we have sojourned in this most 
extraordinary Urbs Romanorum, 

We have read much in American papers of the tyran- 
ny of Mussolini, the Roman Dictator, but as a matter 
of actual observation there is no less freedom in Rome 
than in New York. Everybody seems to be doing 
what is right in his own eyes and the police stand about 
in pairs with folded hands because there doesn’t seem 
to be anything for them to do but pose in striking at- 
titudes and add to the picturesqueness of the moving 
panorama by the artistic cut of their uniforms. 

Whether Rome is a delightful and fascinating place 
in this Holy Year, many are they who full of the 
faith of Peter come hither as Pilgrims to see the foot- 
steps of the ancients and worship at the oldest 
shrines of Christianity where are buried apostles, 
martyrs, confessors and virgins who watered the soil 
cf Rome with tears of penitence and rivers of sacrificial 
blood centuries upon centuries ago, and who being long 
since dead still mightily preach Christ crucified and the 
changeless truths of the Catholic religion. 

Long live the glorious city on the Tiber, once Imper- 
ial Mistress of a pagan world, now the Queen-Mother 
of a Spiritual Empire far more extensive in its geo- 
graphical scope than Imperial Rome in its palmiest 
days. One thousand, five hundred years have passed by 
since the throne of the Fisherman succeeded to that of 
the Ceasars, and the Papacy is still youthful in its 
perennial vigor and every year marks some new con- 
quest of those missionary, Christian legions of Rome 
on the pagan outskirts of civilization, lifting high that 
mystic sign wh‘ch Constantine the first Christian 
Emperor saw in the heavens with its victorious watch- 
word—I/n hoc signo wvinces.

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On April 9th, Maunday Thursday, according to the 
Greek Rite, Rev. Paul Chubaroff, former Priest of the 
Russian Orthodox Diocese of America, was received 
into the Catholic Church by the Acting Superior, as- 
sisted by Rev. Father Roskovics, the Rector of the 
Greek Catholic Church, Yonkers, N. Y. Father 
Chubaroff is a graduate of the Russian Orthodox 
Theological Seminary of St. Petersburg, (Leningrad), 
Russia. Bes‘des having done parish and college work, 
he also taught in the Diocesan Theological Seminary. 

In November, 1924, through Bishop W. A. Hickey 
of Providence, R. I. he applied to the Holy See for ad-

APPEAL TO ALL WHO LOVE THE FAITH 
Dear Fellow-Catholics: 

The attention of thoughtful people has lately been called 
to the plight of Central European populations who have 
always been Catholic, but who now stand in grave danger 
of losing their heritage of faith. Many factors have con- 
tributed to this: the disintegration of the Austrian Empire ; 
terrible post-War privations; the shortage of Priests; 
strenuous Sectarian and Cemmunist propaganda, etc. 

But by far the gravest of these causes are ignorance, 
laxity, neglect and sheer indifference, 

At this menaced Sector of the Catholic Front, in Austria 
and the surrounding States, a young approved Missionary 
Society has been working for the last few years, in spite 
of many difficulties:—The Catholic Home-Mission of the 
“White Cross”, a self-supporting Institute whose members 
live with apostolic frugality and work exceedingly hard. 
Printing-Works, a Book-Shop, Catholic Co-operative Stores, 
etc., are among its activities: while its ‘Services’ include 
an ‘All Help Bureau’; an office for the prevention of alcohol- 
ism; Settlement work among the poor; public lectures in 
defence of the Faith, ete. 

The “White Cross” aims at creating an organized lay- 
apostolate in aid of the Clergy; at awakening a living, 
supernatural spirit of practical Christianity, in order to win 
back the larger number of lapsed Catholics, especially among 
the working classes and the ‘Intelligentsia. In Catholie 
Vienna alone, during twelve months (1922-24) no less than 
22,856 people left the Church, while only 657 conversions 
occurred, Large city parishes of 40,000 to 70,000 souls are 
under the care of half a dozen zealous but overworked 
Priests who need both clerical, and trained lay-help, 
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WAR HERO PRIEST TO SERVE 
MOLOKAI LEPERS 

Father Peter Henri d’Orgeval, war hero of France, 
five times cited for bravery in action, has come to 
Molokai, “Isle of the lepers,” to bury himself in pos- 
sibly the most courageous service known to man—the 
care of the unfortunates who dwell there. 

He is one of a group of French priests recently ar- 
rived on the island. 

Father d’Orgeval became known as the “fighting 
chaplain of France.” He never spared himself in his 
ministrations on the battlefield. Marshal Joffre was so 
impressed by his record that he recommended him for 
the Legion of Honor. 

It is a sacrifice such as this which brings cheer to 
those experiencing this living death. They have seen 
it before, in Father Damien, first apostle of the island, 
and the now aged Brother Dutton, who forsook the life 
of a dashing cavalry officer to live beside, aid and com- 
fort them. Father d’Orgeval has entered on his life 
with the same smiling fortitude as his heroic predeces- 
sors, 
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FATHER ANTHONY VOLPERT TELLS OF 
HIS LATEST CHINESE MISSION 


Allow me to describe in a general way to Lamp 
Readers my new field of labor in God's vineyard at 
the Mission-Station of Kung Aschang, West Kansu, 
China: 

On the mission-map you will find this town is 
situated about 33 degrees north latitude and 105 
degrees east longitude. It lies in a very fertile val- 
ley and near the Wei-River, about 5000 ft. above 
sea level. The town itself is surrounded by high 
walls, having four large doors. The houses are 
covered with slate, while the streets are very nar- 
row and dirty. There is scarcely any commerce 
and the town itself gives a very poor impression. 
In years gone by, it was the capital of the district, 
but now it has fallen away and is just a common 
ordinary settlement, called Lung Si Hsien. 

Missionar‘es, who passed through this town years 
ago preached Christianity, but these teachings 
were soon almost forgotten, due to the lack of a 
resident missionary. Up to my arrival here, they

NEED OF CATHOLIC MEDICAL MISSION 


The need of Catholic Medical missionaries in India 
is stressed in an article, received in New York lately, 
written by Dr. Margaret Lamont, a convert to the 
Catholic Faith, in which she gives a survey of the situa- 
tion based upon her personal experiences. Copies of 
the article have been made public through the Medical 
Mission Board of the Catholic Hospital Association. 

Dr. Lamont points out that a recent Protestant Mis- 
sionary Directory lists 267 Protestant medical institu- 
tions in India of which 132 are hospitals and 135 are 
dispensaries. Of the hospitals 45 are exclusively for 
women and children. Complete separation of men and 
women patients is necessary in India because of the 
religious practices of the people, Dr. Lamont points 
out, and the medical missionaries are compelled to 
establish separate hospitals for the women staffed with 
women physicians and nurses. 


had to travel far to be taught by the nearest 
Capuchin- Missionaries. 

In the autumn of 1924 the great Apostolic Admin- 
istrator, Father Baddenbroeck passed through this 
territory on his return from the National-Council, 
and he convinced himself of the necessity of having 
«a permanent Missionary stationed in this town, 
being sure that it was a good field to preach Chris- 
tianity. But there arose the question: “Quis ibit 
nobis? (Who will go?)”. Upon noticing the vex- 
atious predicament of the Superiors, I offered my 
services without hesitation by saying: “Ecce ego 
mitte me! (See, here I am, send me).” And so I 
was chosen, the first and only Missionary for this 
large and lonesome territory, for here I may say: 
“T am alone in God’s wide world,” because, in order 
to reach the next confrere, I must travel for 6 days. 

On October 13th I left for my place of destina- 
tion, starting from the Central-Office at Leang- 
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chow, reaching my new homestead on November 
13th, traveling more than 300 miles, a journey 
which cost me more than 1000 lires. 

My first impression when reaching the place, 
which should be my field of labor, was most dis- 
couraging! Near the west-door, not far from the 
surrounding walls of the village, I was shown a 
desolate dingy house, above the entrance of which 
at least a cross welcomed me. The main room of 
this dingy place serves as prayer-meeting-room and 
is very small and unfriendly. Next to this my 
sleeping quarters are located, consisting of a still 
smaller room, the clay floor being damp and un- 
healthy, especially in winter, and being furnished 
with only the barest necessities, such as a cot to 
sleep on, roughly nailed table and chair, still further 
back a tiny place supposed to serve as kitchen, leay- 
ing a very narrow 
space for an event-

able conditions at my post, I received as reply 
“Well, we are fully aware of the fact that Kung 
Aschang is the most forsaken and poorest mission- 
station, but in due time you will learn to love the 
place. If we were able to help you financially in 
your present predicament, we would gladly do so 
; but we regret immensely that we cannot give 
you any relief in form of money.” 

What shall I do now? 

Now, dear reader, do not think for a moment 
that I lost my faith or even despaired for an hour 
The first impression the place made upon me wa 
more than frightful, but I did not lose hope and 
tried not to feel depressed. And, lo, scarcely did 
I enter my new quarters, when the good Christian: 


came from near and far, to welcome their new 
Schenfu. They made a very good impression upon 
me and this was my 
greatest  consola- 





ual assistant. As 
these rooms were 
never inhabited, 
the village never 
having a permanent 
missionary, it is 
easily explained 
why not even the 
most necessary fur- 
nishings were sup- 
plied. Altar, stove 
and garden, the 
three things, which 
make the life of a 
Missionary at least 
a little bearable, 
even these were 
missing here! 
There is no school, 
which is _ sorely 
needed. Further- 
more, the place of- 
fered me for tem- 
porary use, is only 
rented and may be 
taken away from 
me at any moment.

after my arrival the 
good Christians 
gathered, many ot

ings, my feelings were indescribable! Full 33 vears I 
have labored and carried the missionary-cross, Many a 
miission-station has been founded by me and made habit- 
able—and here I have to start all over again, from the 
very bottom and without means of any kind at that! 
The far and expensive journey took more than my 
small supply of money. Besides, I soon found out, 
how exhorbitantly expensive everything is out here. 
For instance, one quart of petrol costs $1.; 12 
candles $1, and fuel (approximately 100 Ibs.) $1. ;— 
even water must be purchased! Coal cannot be 
bought; therefore I considered it a blessing that I 
found no stove provided in my poor quarters. When 
I wrote to my Superiors of the sad and uninhabit- 





ant for a certain er- 
rand, I surely sup- 
ply him with the 
necessary fare, and 
why wouldn’t my heavenly Father who sent me into 
this wilderness, do the same? 

Then I tried to make my room habitable. First 
of all I had an Altar built. Our dear Lord had to 
be satisfied to dwell in a roughly built tabernacle 
for the first time, since He created the world, in this 
primitive village Kung Aschang. Later on I had 
shelves erected to place my books, a canvas bag 
was filled with straw, so that I did not have to sleep 
on bare boards. Then my trunks were opened and 
I was fortunate to have thought of bringing a 
phonograph, which was set in motion without de- 
lay, much to the joy and entertainment of all the 
Christians present. Now my mission-work was 
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started and the people came to me with their re- 
quests for a—rosary, for medals and holy pictures 
1 distributed all | had and when the good readers 
of this, my plea, will read these lines, my whole 
supply of these mostly desired favors will be com- 
pletely exhausted and, therefore, | pray to the good 
readers and hope they will listen to my plea and 
help me in my endeavor and furnish and provide 
me with what I mostly need at present: articles of 
devotion, for they are the most necessary and use 
ful help in my mission work. They are necessary 
to replace the irrational and misleading “Amulettes” 
of the heathen, furthermore they bring many bless- 
ings and spiritual advantages to these Chinese 
Christians. 

How often the thought enters my mind: the 
whole world and especially America is at present 
highly interested in foreign missions and everything 
is being done, to further this interest and then it o 
cured to me, that | seem to be forgotten. The world 
does not know that a poor missionary exists in 4 
faraway heathen-country, trying his best to convert 
the poor heathens, assist and lead the new Chris- 
tians and loves to labor in the vineyard of Ou 
Lord, but his hands are tied, for he has not the 
slightest means. Of what good is all the interest 
in foreign missions, if the poor missionaries, who 
are living in these far-away mission-stations, and 
who try their very best, have no means whatsoever 
to back them? No assistance in their struggle? 
No help for their cause? Therefore, dear reader, 
listen to my plea and help! Help, whoever is able 
to help! 

Just because I am as poor as our great friend of 
our Lord, St. Francis, I choose him, as well as all 
Holy Patrons of His Order, as my main protector 
in my great work at Kung Aschang. With the help 
of God I will keep on working unerringly as the 
saving of souls should not be delayed, for now I 
have no more worries as to where to get the neces- 
sary money and means, All these worries I brought 
io my friend and protector, St. Francis; he surely 
will help me and furnish me with all that is nece 
sary to enable me to work in the vineyard of Ow 
Lord, so that it shall bear a larger harvest every 
year, :

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Chrongs at Little Flowers Canonization 






Amid a great wealth of Catholic splendor and ceremony, attended by throngs which overflowed into 
its outer courts, the largest Basilica in the world, Blessed Therese of the Child Jesus, the young Carmel- 
ite nun of Lisieux, France, known the world over as “The Little Flower,’ was Canonized on Sunday, 
May 17th by His Holiness Pope Pius XI. The fact that the canonization was the first in the Holy Year 
and that Saint Therese was a child of the present generation, having departed this life only in 1897 at the 
age of twenty-four, heightened the fervor of the multitude, while the decorations in the vast edifice have 
seldom been surpassed for beauty in the annals of history. 


Decorations 

The entire edififice was hung with rich brocades and 
satin damasks. Hundreds of delicate glass candelabra, 
comprising approximately 25,000 electric lights, being 
suspended from the lofty ceilings. 

Several large pictures portraying incidents in the life 
of St. Therese many rows of lights; the altar was com- 
pletely transformed and specially decorated. The im- 
pressive basilica, which moreover, was filled with a pro- 
fusion of natural and artificial roses, recalling the 
promise made by the Saint a few days before her death 
—“‘After my death I will send down from Heaven a 
rain of flowers.” 

The Swiss Guard, officials and dignitaries dressed in 
their picturesque attire circulated in the aisles. 

Princes of the Church and Royalty Present 


The ceremony began with the traditional and gorge- 
ous procession of the representatives of all monastic 
orders, all branches of church activities and all levels 
of the church hierarchy, dressed in ceremonial vest- 
ments. 

Then came the high dignitaries, including the Car- 
dinals, followed by the Pontiff borne on the Sedia ges- 
tatoria, upon which he was enthroned between the 
“flabelli”—huge fans carried on poles—and from which 
he bestowed the pontifical blessing to those assembled. 

In addition to the score of Cardinals residing in 
Rome, headed by the Dean, Vannutelli, there were also 
present Cardinal Dougherty of Philadelphia and Car- 
dinal Bourne, Archbishop of Westminster, while in the 
procession immediately following the Pope was 2n im 
pressive group of two hundred Archbishops and 
Bishops from all parts of the world. Many members 
of Royal houses were present. 

An idea of the international character of the as- 
sembly is given by Vatican statistics, which showed 
that the sanctification was attended by approximately 
30,000 French men and women, 12,000 Americans, 
10,000 English, while smaller delegations represented 
virtually every country in the world where Catholics 
are resident.

As it is necessary to supply a caption to the Father 
Superior’s intensely interesting narration of his and 
Father Gabriel's visit to Assisi under the most favor- 
able conditions amid stirring events, the above will 


suffice though one feels that it is not quite adequate 
to the description which follows in the Father Superior’s 
own words: 
Meets New Cardinal Protector 

At 8:45 Saturday morning (April 18th) Father 
Gabriel and I arrived at the Union Depot of Rome 
simultaneously with the members of the Franciscan 
Curia and His Eminence Cardinal Bonzano, the newly 


the Assisi Province and other dignitaries. In a little 
while we were at the Portiuncula and I was im- 
mediately taken in hand by the same Father Bernardine 
who twenty-seven years ago so graciously showed to 
our Reverend Mother at Gravmoor these same _ holy 
places. During our entire visit he has been most kind 
and devoted. 
Papal Delegate Takes Possession of Basilica and 
Greets our Superior 

After dinner Father Bernardine took me for a walk 
in the extensive gardens and then I took a siesta. The 
room given me is a large and airy one directly across 
the hall from the Cardinal’s apartments. At five o’clock 
took place the ceremony of the New Cardinal Protector, 
as Papal Legate taking possession of the Basilica of

appointed Cardinal Protector of the Friars Minor. I 
was at once introduced to the former Apostolic Dele- 
gate of the United States, who expressed his pleasure 
at meeting me in Rome. He had followed with lively 
interest while in America the work of the Society of 
the Atonement. 

The run to Assisi was made in four hours. It was 
a day of glorious sunshine, the Campagna being in 
vernal attire of emerald hue, and some of the scenery 
amid the mountains was very fine. As the train came to 
the station the view of Assisi on the hill side was much 
as we see it in the photographs—the Church of Saint 
Francis and the Sacro Convento of the Conventuals 
being especially prominent. 

The most Reverend Minister General was at the 
depot to welcome the Cardinal with the Provincial of 


St. Mary of the Angels in the name of the Pope. The 
procession passed from the Monastery headed by the 
local band and halted at the entrance to the Basilica 
where his Eminence prayed and sprinkled those about 
with Holy Water, and then the procession reiormed 
and passed through the immene Church, pausing at last 
before the High Altar, reserved for the Pope, or his 
representative. Here his Eminence was enthroned in 
state and the Friars, headed by the Minister General, 
approached to do the Papal Legate the customary 
homage. The Cardinal very graciously embraced each 
one with the Franciscan kiss of peace on each cheek 
and when my turn came he said—‘‘Welcome, welcome, 
how strange we should meet in this place.” 

The concourse of people was quite large and the 
whole procession very, very impressive. The ceremony 
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being ended Father Bernardine showed me first the 
Portiuncula, then the cell where St. Francis died, then 
the garden of roses. It filled me with great joy and 
profound emotion to be standing in the holy places 
hallowed by the feet and the vigils of St. Francis and 
St. Clare. In an endless procession the people were 
passing through the tiny Portiuncula as they have con- 
tinued to do since St. Francis first proclaimed the 
Indulgence, only now it is every day, instead of one 
cay each year, as at first restricted. 

How much I thank God in my heart for this blessed 
privilege of being at Assisi and how vividly I realize 
our membership in the glorious family of the Seraphic 
Patriarch, the “Abraham of the new Law by reason of 
his numerous posterity.” Seventeen thousand Friars 
Minor alone live on earth at this moment, besides the 
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fessionals in the Church and as far as I could see 
great throngs were grouped about them all awaiting 
their turns to confess their sins prior to joining the 
stream of humanity which was surging through the 
little Portiuncula Chapel under the great central dome. 
Father Gabriel, who had gone into the Church at six, 
was visible nowhere. Someone had asked him to hear 
his confession and once in the box he was unable to get 
out until 10:30, when he had the joy and rich reward 
of saying Mass at the Altar in the Portiuncula itself. 
As far as I was able to observe the majority of those 
thronging to the confessional were men. 

Father Bernardine, who has had charge of the 
Basilica for some thirty-five years, (he is now hale 
and hearty at 81), told me that he had addressed at 
the portals of St. Mary of the Angels a pilgrimage of

Capuchins and Conventuals, the Poor Clares and the 
almost innumerable religious and seculars of the Third 
Order. And St. Francis has made me feel in this 
Caput et Mater of the Franciscan family that the 
little Infant cradled at Graymoor Portiuncula across 
the sea is very, very dear to him—yea, preeminently 
so, as the child of his old age. 
Saying Mass in the Portiuncula 


It was about 7:15 A. M. on Low Sunday when I 
left my cell in the Monastery to go into the Basilica. 
| beheld a sight impossible of reproduction anywhere 
in’ America—there was the sound, something akin to 
the rushing of waters, made by the shuffling of thou- 
sands of feet as the crowds of Italian mountaineers 
and peasants moved to and fro under the vast roof of 
the enormous Basilica. There are altogether forty con- 


five hundred Germans that same morning as early as 
5 :30 o’clock. 

His Eminence, Cardinal Bonzano, celebrated Mass 
in the little Portiuncula at 7:45 and I was privileged 
to follow him, at the same “holy of holies.” The Car- 
dinal knelt at the fald-stool close beside the Altar in 
the tiny Sanctuary making his thanksgiving all during 
the time I was celebrating that never-to-be-forgotten 
Mass. 

Before leaving the Basilica for the Italian breakfast 
of bread and coffee, | was thrilled with the singing 
of several hundred pilgrims who were marching up 
from the central doors to the Portiuncula, flanked by 
hundreds more who like myself were both spectators 
and listeners. First came two men carrying at the top 
of high poles lanterns somewhat similar to those we 
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used to see on lamp posts in the by-gone days of 
gas or acetylene, others walked with painted sticks in 
their hands—rank after rank they came wearing a 
white tunic with cape of blue. Then came a group 
bearing proudly aloft the Crucifix, arched over by a 
wooden canopy, after the men and youths came the 
parish priest in the midst of his flock, and after him 
came the matrons and the maidens, their faces radiant 
with faith and love and hope—making the great arches 
reverberate with their praises of God, Jesus and Mary. 
It was with reluctance I left the Portiuncula, which 
like a mustard seed had expanded into that great over- 
shadowing edifice sheltering within its walls pilgrims 
from all nations and peoples of earth through the 
centuries since St. Francis first proclaimed the great 
Indulgence. 
Cornerstone of New Facade Laid Amid 
Splendor and Multitudes 

At 3:00 o’clock in the afternoon took place the lay- 
ing of the cornerstone of the new facade of S. Maria 
degli Angeli (the Portiuncula), by his Eminence, the 
Cardinal Protector and special Legate of his Holiness 
the Pope, for the occa- 
sion. Even the multi- 
tude of the morning did 
not quite prepare me for 
the sight that greeted us 
as the procession of 
Friars and dign taries is- 
sued from the sacristy 
and passed to the plat- 
form prepared for his 
Eminence, the <Arch- 
bishop of Perugia, the 
Minister General and his 
court (curia), in front 
of the Basilica. The 
large Piazza or square, 
was black with humanity 
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women, young men and maidens—they were all there, 
thousands upon thousands. The Mayor of Assisi stood 
up on a high rostrum and read a florid and fervent ad- 
dress in Italian to his “Eminenza” and then the most 
eloquent preacher among the Friars Minor of the 
Umbrian Valley took the place of the Mayor, and 
surely he was an orator, his sonorous voice rang out like 
a clarion trumpet, the words poured forth from his 
mouth like a native mountain torrent; he wept, he 
laughed, he went into rhapsodies of eloquence, he 
gesticulated as only Italians can and altogether he gave 
us some conception of what must have been the 
forensic powers of John of Capistrano, St. James of 
the Marches and those mighty Franciscan preachers of 
old. 

When the oration was finished the local band, under 
the direction of one of the Friars, played to the delight 
ot everybody and the procession reformed to pass 
through the Basilica to the jubilant strains of the horns 
and brass instruments of the Santa Maria degli Angeli 
band, the torrential multitude pouring in on either side 
and bringing up the rear. As I stood there and from the 
platform near the Car- 
dinal’s throne watched 
that scene of color and 
motion, there swept over 
me a sense of how after 
seven hundred years an- 
other Portiuncula had 
been erected across the 
ocean in St. Francis’ 
new world of America. 

My three days at the 
cradle of the Seraphic 
Family has served but to 
deepen and intensify my 
love for all the dear chil- 





and stretched down the 
side street as far as the 
eye could reach —the 
crowd has been estimated as numbering anywhere from 
twenty-five thousand to one hundred and fifty thousand 
according to the conservative or optimistic judgment of 
the individual computers. I was reminded of Zacheus 
climbing up the sycamore tree to see Jesus pass through 
the streets of Jericho, as I beheld the men and the boys 
climbing into the trees of the piazza to catch a glimpse 
of the stately Cardinal in cope, mitre and pastoral staff, 
laying the first stone of the beautiful facade which is 
to cost two million lire. 

In that vast assembly every rank and class of society 
was represented—the three great divisions of the 
Friars Minor, the Third Order Regulars, the secular 
priests, seminarians and lay brothers, the commandiny 
general of the military and many soldfers with guns 
and bayonets and swords, the representatives of the 
police, the White Franciscan Sisters of Mary, the 
brown-habited daughters of the Seraphic Patriarch as 
well, sodalities of white robed Children of Mary with 
beautiful banners, notable laymen and the multitude of 
common folk that Francis loved so well, old men and

On Monday morning I celebrated Mass at the altar 
immediately in front of the chasse where reposed the 
body of St. Clare still partially intact after the lapse of 
seven hundred years. We took breakfast as guests 
of the Franciscan Fathers in the house where Saint 
Francis lived with his parents, then we went to th 
“Sacro Convento,” as it is called, to visit the thr 
churches which rise one above the other over thi 
where Brother Elias enshrined the body of the Seraphic 
Patriarch. 

Assisi looks to-day almost precisely as it did whe 
St. Francis went about its streets, and it is altogether 
the quaintest town I have ever seen. 

This afternoon I visited, in company with Father 
Gabriel and the mother of a Carmelite Prioress recently 
deceased, the Carmelite Nuns of San Stefano Rotundo*, 
and these holy religious promised to propagate devo- 
tion to Our Lady of the Atonement in Rome. I very 
much desire to send them a statue of Our Lady for 
their Carmel and I am sure our Rosarians will vie with 
each other for the honor of contributing to the pur- 
chase of this statue, the first to be erected and per- 
petually venerated in the Eternal City. One hundred 
dollars will suffice for the purpose. Please send your 
offerings direct to me at Graymoor so that I may per- 
sonally acknowledge the gift and send each contributor 
some little keepsake from the Seven Hilled City.

JESUIT MARTYRS OF NORTH AMERICA 


On June 21st, will take place in Rome the Beatifica- 
tion of the Jesuit Martyrs of North America. Thee 
are: F, Isaac Jogues, priest and first Apostle of the 
Iroquois, slain October 19, 1646; F. John De Brebeuf, 
priest and Apostle to the Hurons, slain March 16, 1649; 
F. Gabriel Lalemant, praying for his slayers amid 
excurciating torments, expired March 17, 1649; Fr. 
Anthony Daniel, defending his unarmed Christians 
whom he induced to flee, was shot to death with Huron 
arrows July 4, 1648; Fr. Charles Garnier, striving and 
preparing the faithful Hurons for death, was shot 
while bending over a wounded Indian on Dec. 7, 1649; 
Fr. Noel Chatanel of heroic character was slain by a 
Huron apostate Dec. 8, 1649; Rene Goupit, a young 
man of singular piety, captured with Father Jogues, 
was tomahawked by a Mohawk while making the sign 
of the cross over a sick child on Sept. 29, 1642; John 
DE LA Lande, one of several zealous laymen who 
shared the trials of missionary life, also captured with 
Father Jogues, was slain the day after that faithful 
wriest won his martyr crown.
